Marver  Hillel  Bernstein,  able  specialist  in  public 
and  educational  administration  and  teacher-wiiier  of 
the  {rent  rank,  who  as  the  first  Associate  Director  ol 
Princeton's  Woodrow  Wilson  School  of  Public  and 
International  Affairs  is  playing  a  major  role  in  charting 
Iresh  approaches  to  high-level  education  for  public  re- 
sponsibility. To  the  4^-year  old  Bernstein  and  School 
Director  Gardner  Patterson  jointly  belongs  the  distinc- 
tion oi:  hammering  through  the  conception  of  "Prince- 
ton Fellows  in  Public  Affairs,"  the  newly  announced 
program  which  next  September  will  enable  nine  Fed- 
eral officials  in  mid-career  to  enter  upon  individually 
tailored  programs  of  study. 

While  there  is  nothing  startlingly  novel  in  the  idea 
ol  having  public  officials,  businessmen  and  industrial- 
isis,  bankers  and  even  journalists  "return"  to  college 
t  ampuses  tor  advanced  training,  the  designation  of  tlie 
initial  "Princeton  Fellows"— following  an  exhaustive 
screening  process— is  but  a  single  step  in  the  develop- 
ment of  professional  education  for  the  public  service 
at  a  level  of  excellence  comparable  to  the  nation's  out- 
standing schools  of  medicine  and  law.  It  is  an  integral 
part  of  the  expansion  of  the  Wilson  School's  post-grad- 
uate program  made  posible  by  last  summer's  dramatic 
announcement  of  the  creation  of  Foundation  "X"  witli 
anonymous  gianis  totaling  $35,000,000. 

The  interests,  achievements  and  potential  of  the 
first  crop  of  *Trinceton  Fellows"  are  suggestive  of  the 
capacities  of  this  43-year  old  native  of  Mankato,  Minn., 
a  Princetonian  since  1946,  chairman  of  the  University's 
Department  of  Politics  and  in  1960-61  Ford  Founda- 
tion Research  Professor  in  Government.  This  past 
March,  with  Bernstein's  elevaliou  to -his  pivotal  post, 
Patterson  emphasized  Bernstein's  involvement  in  tlie 
Wilson  School's  graduate  program  since  its  inception 
in  1948,  his  experience  on  all  levels  of  government,  his 
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professional  interesis,  and  his  deep  concern  for  ilie  edu- 
cation  oi  young  men  and  women  on  ifie  thrcsliold  of 
])olicy-making  responsibilities  in  public  affairs. 

A  consultant  over  the  years  to  a  number  ol  ledcral 
agencies,  including  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Budget  and 
the  Llconomic  Stabili/ation  Agency,  and  widely  publi- 
cized for  his  contributions  a  decade  ago  to  the  Connecli- 
tLit  Commission  oit  State  Ciovernment  Organizations, 
fiernstein  is  the  kind  of  scholar  whose  knowledge  and 
executive  abilities  are  frequently  lapped  by  govern- 
ment. He  was,  for  instance,  the  lone  non-lawyer  singled 
out  in  1960  as  a  ntember  of  the  Organizing  Committee 
lor  a  permanent  I^resident's  Conference  on  Adminis- 
iiative  Procedure  and  twice  in  the  I950's  was  called  to 
Israel  as  adviser  on  government  administration  to  the 
Ofhce  of  tlie  State  Controller. 

Bernstein,  among  whose  publications  are  numbered 
"Ihe  Job  of  the  federal  lixecutivc,"  "The  Politics 
of  fsrael"  and  ".\nierican  Demoaacy  in  Theory  and 
Practice,"  the  last  a  leading  college  text  in  .\merican 
C;overnment,  helped  make  headlines  in  1960  as  Asso- 
( iate  Staff  Director  of  a  "task  force"  sponsored  by  the 
.Association  of  the  Bar  of  the  City  of  New  York  and  con- 
lerned  with  "Federal  ConHict  of  Interest  Laws."  This 
Speciaf  Committee  called  lor  a  "thorough-going  re- 
(oiistruction  of  existing  laws"-a  program  achieving  a 
balance  between  the  country's  need  for  protection 
against  conflicts  of  interest  and  its  crying  need  for  high- 
talent  personnel. 

I'or  sensing  the  vast  differences  separating  education 
for  the  profession  of  government  from  training  in  de- 
tailed  management  techniques;  for  helping  launch  such 
bold  educational  ventures  as  the  Piincetou  Seminar  in 
Washington  which  will  meet  pciiodically  in  Washing- 
ton to  consider  important,  continuing  problems  of  pub-

We  Need  Buckets!  Equip- 
ment was  hard  to  come  by.  In 
the  early  1800's,  the  fire  com- 
pany asked  the  College  of  New 
Jersey  for  35  more  fire  buc- 
kets. Eighteen  months  later, 
members  began  to  be  restive 
■md  asked,  'Where  are  the 
buckets."  but  it  was  two  years 
and  three  months  after  the 
first  request  before  the  buc- 
kets materialized.
